With 
primitive people they aro 
considered the absolute property of 
their masters. She is a household fur­ 
nishing—a thing of beauty to delight 
him; and her wits aro meant to please 
Lim alone. In some countries men feel 
tiiat she is a necessary evil, they must 
ftiive her to work for them, and to 
keep their places clean. In fact, when 
they are asked why they are anxious 
to obtain wives their one reply is that 
they may get water, wood and food, 
and 
carry 
whatever 
they 
possess. 
There aro many ceremonies that prove 
this notion—such as the bride prepar­ 
ing a meal for her husband. 
Sti'angely enough, says Delia Aus­ 
trian, in the Chicago Tribune, these 
men will protect their women ofttlmos 
as carefully as will more civilized men, 
and people wrongly infer that affec­ 
tion is the cause of it. But the student 
of 
social conditions 
knows 
bettor. 
These men^vill guard their wives when 
tliey have no feeling for them. 
They 
consider them as they would all prop­ 
erty they would barter or plunder. The 
women" do most of their work; they 
build the houses, cook the food, spin 
and weave the family clothes, care for 
the children and help in the field. 
In return for this labor they and the 
children are usually not permitted to 
eat with the father. 
When he returns 
from the hunt he gives the game to his 
wife, and when she has cooked it he 
eats his fill, and gives them w hat is 
left. He is, therefore, usually not bur­ 
dened with the care of feeding his 
family. 
Besides for her beauty and 
economic value, a wife is prized as a 
suhjOct. 
She gives her high handed 
lord a chance to show his authority— 
a privilege primitive men enjoy with 
nil others. 
Their husbands feel that 
if they can't rule a nation or a tribe 
there is comfort in ruling a wife. 
They will dictate, and their women 
must obey; they will rule, and their 
women must yield. 
They will make 
the laws, and their women must sub­ 
mit to them. 
Let the women violate 
them and they will be met with dis­ 
pleasure, usually in the shape of a 
sound flogging. 
Their part is to look 
after the household, to lelieve their 
husbands of all responsibility, and, best 
of all, to be their slaves. 
An Arab sheik spoke wisely when he 
said to an Englishman: 
“How can 
a man be contented with one wife? 
It is absurd and ridiculoiis. 
W hat is 
he to do when she becomes old? When 
she is young, if lovely, he might be 
satisfied with her, but even the young 
must grow old and the beautiful must 
fade. The man does not fade like the 
woman, tiierefore ho remains young 
for many years. Nature has arranged 
that men shall have young wives to 
replace the old, 
and does 
not the 
Prophet allow it?” 
He continues to, say that there is a 
marked 
advantage in having 
many 
wives, for one carries the wood, an­ 
other the water, a third grinds the corn, 
And the youngest, his favorite, does 
not do much. 
B e does not forget to 
add that “if they neglect their tasks 
they get a taste of this,*' shaking a 
long and tolerably thick stick. 
Most of these men are critical about 
their women’s looks. 
They 
expect 
them to be good looking. 
Svomen of 
Morocco are always married for their 
beauty. 
They are wonderfully beau­ 
tiful when young, but they fade long 
before they are old. Their hair is long 
and wavy, and their eyes are equally 
dark and sunny. 
They are attractive 
of manner, possessing an ease and 
grace that arc delightful. For all this, 
they are sad, knowing all too well 
that their husbands will have no use 
for them as soon as their beauty fades. 
The Circassian women are also wooed 
for their good looks. 
They are well 
known for their well shaped features 
and hands and feet that might serve 
any sculptor for models. A rival to the 
Circassian Is the Georgian beauty of 
the Caucasus Mountains. When young 
their beauty is so marked that words 
cannot do it iustice. 
Their features 
are regular, offset by clear, liquid eyes 
and long dark hair. 
Their manner is 
no less charming, being characterized 
by a natural fascination. 
These girls have less to fear, for 
they retain their beauty and ease of 
manner, and if their husbands grow 
weary of them they have no trouble 


hi finding other suitors. The Samoans 
are fond of music, and, besides w ant­ 
ing good looking women, they expect 
them to sing and play. 
Much as these men demand good 
looks from their women, it is far more 
important that they shall work. That 
women shall work is not merely an 
Ideal of this century, for in savagery 
men feel that they shall hunt and rest 
and their wives do the hard work. 
Laziness gets a woman 
in 
trouble 
sooner than any other shortcoming. 
This 
is especially true of the Fijian 
women, who are virtually their hus* 
bands* slaves. They have not the right 
to say whom they would marry, nor 
after they aro married to say what 
they will and what lh^y will not do. 
The father scittles the first question, 
the husband the second. 
The suitor 
shows ho tolerates his bride by giving 
her a small gift. ^*Not to be too hard 
on her, he allows her a holiday for 
four days, and then he sets her to 
work catching fish. 
He keeps her 
busy at this occupation luitll their 
hut is built, and then she gets to work. 
Her ability in housekeeping is tested 
by cooking the fish she has caught in 
the stream, and if her lord is displeased 
with her efforts he teaches her how to 
do better. 
The women of the Tonga Friendly 
Islands resemble the Fijians in appear­ 
ance, and although they do most of 
the hard Avork, their burdens and their 
tasks are lighter. 
They make gi'oat 
efforts to please their husbands, who 
are known for thel^* beauty. 
Their 
physique gives them the appearance of 
belonging to a superior race, and their 
clear, light brown colored skin, curly 
hair and expression of good humor 
mark them as handsome. 
These men 
are so self-satisfied tliat they do not 
bother much with their women, and 
when their wives fail in their expecta­ 
tion they are treated with indifference. 
Women tlu*oughout India are treated 
with little regard, and those of the 
lower castes must work hard. This is 
especially true of the Kols. They are 
good looking when young, but their 
husbands expect so much work of them 
that tliey often wear out a dozen wives. 
They are worn and haggard long be­ 
fore they reach middle age. 
Our Indians, along with other bar­ 
barous tribes, consider their wives as 
good investments. 
While they amuse 
themselves with hunting and racing 
they do not think it is too much if their 
squaws weave the blankets, make the 
pottery and care for the children. The 
Cingalese feel that their wives are com­ 
modities of use as long as they are good 
looking and capable of hard work. But 
if a woman is sick and can no longer 
minister to her husband’s comforts 
and pleasures he forsakes her. 
An eminent authority says: 
“This 
heartless desertion of a sick wife is 
the worst trait in the Kanlyan charac­ 
ter, and the cool and unconcerned man­ 
ner in which they all submit to it 
shows that it is as common as it is 
cruel.'' 
Macdonald says that the na­ 
tives of Central Africa make no secret 
that they consider themselves masters 
and their wives slaves. 
A man often 
says the mor6 wives ho has the richer 
he Is. 
They do his plowing, milking 
and cooking. 
Best of all, he is their 
master, and they must obey. 
W hat 
delight in having so many wives and 
showing them pleasure and displeasure 
in turn! 
The Hottentots are so cold and in­ 
different to one another that love is 
unlcnown* to them. 
The Kafiirs of 
South Africa buy their wives with cat­ 
tle and prize their droves more than 
their wives. 
They care for their ani­ 
mals and expect their Avives to do the 
rest. 
All goes well until they are 
found negligent, when this is corrected 
by severe chastisement. 
Among the 
Mandigoes marriage is merely a form 
of slavery. 
Husband and wife never 
joke together. 
A native being asked 
the reason answered tlj/it he should 
not be able to manage his wives if he 
Jested with them. 
In Australia a woman suffers com­ 
plete subjection; her husband Is her 
master. When he commands she must 
obey. 
If she refuse, he can flog or 
spear her or kill her without suffering 
punishment. 
With these rights it is 
not to be wondered at that savages 
value wives. 
Their women work for 
them, flatter and please them. 
Cer­ 
tainly these lords could ask for nothing 
more.

gomery street. It is being cut through 
a sandhill, and about 100 convicts are 
being employed in the work. The pris- 
oners seem to enjoy the work, as there 
is nothing for them to do in the peni- 
tentiary, and the road-building fills in 
their time and occupies their minds. 


"I think," said Warden Hayes, dis- 
cussing his theory as to the employ- 
ment of convicts. *'that the State might 
Avell take up the question of road- 
building by convicts. 
It AA'Ould be a 
most excellent thing for both the State 
and the conA-icts themselves. It would 
keep prisoners from going insane for 
want of employment, for one thing, 
and yet would place them in no direct 
competition with other Avorkers. 
By 
the employment of Inmates of penal 
institutions many miles of good roads 
might be laid out iu the State at very 
little cost.

Fire tricks 
A v e r e practised in A'-ery 
ancient times, says a learned professor 
iu the Washington Star. 
Many of to- 
day's best-known tricks Avere employed 
to deceive the public 
of 
long 
ago. 
There is nothing even now AA'hlch as- 
tonishes the ignorant more than the 
breathing of flame, an accomplishment 
handed down from remote antiquity. 


The first known fire-breather 
Avas a 
Syrian slave named Eunus, a leader 
in the servile Avar in Sicily, 130 B. 0. 
Ho pretended to haA^e immediate com- 
munication with the gods. 
When de- 
sirous of inspiring his followers with 
courage he breathed flames and sparks' 
from his mouth. 


In order to perform 
this 
marvel, 
Eunus pierced a nutshell at both ends, 
and having filled it with some burning 
substance, he put it in his mouth and 
breathed through it. 
The same trick 
is performed to-day, in an approved 
manner. 
The juggler rolls 
together 
some flax or hemp into a ball about the 
size of a walnut, Avhich he lets burn 
until nearly consumed. 
Then he rolls 
round it more flax Avhile it is still burn- 
ing. By this means the fire is retained 
in the ball for a long time. 
He slips 
this ball into his mouth unperceived, 
and breathes through it. 
His breatli 
reA'ives tho fire, and he sustains no 
injury so long as he inhales through 
his nostrils only. 


For deceptions A v i t h fire tho ancients 
also employed naphtha, which is so 
combustible that it kindles AA'hen it 
only approaches a flame. The priests 
of old took advantage of this property 
of naphtha to make their offerings 
catch flre as if spontaneously. 


Various theories haA^e been advanced 
to account for other feats. An ancient 
ordeal was the holding of a red-hot 
iron by the accused. 
Such trials were 
conducted by the priests, who covered 
the hands of those AA'hom they desired 
should escape AA^lth a protectlA^e paste.

An old Milanese devised a costume 
consisting of a cloth coA'ering for the 
body which had been steeped in alum. 
A metallic dress of wire gauze was 
added to this, and thus protected, a 
man could w^alk on hot iron in the 
midst of flames.

The pris­ 
oners seem to enjoy the work, as there 
is nothing for them to do in the peni- 
tentiai’y, and the road-building fills in 
their time and occupies their minds. 
“I think,” said Warden Hayes, dis­ 
cussing his theory as to the employ­ 
ment of convicts, “that the State might 
Avell take up the question of road- 
building by conA'icts. 
It AA'ould be a 
most excellent thing for both the State 
and the conA'icts themselves. It would 
keep prisoners from going insane for 
want of employment, for one thing, 
and yet Avould place them in no direct 
competition w’ith other Avorkers. 
By 
the employment of inmates of penal 
Institutions many miles of good roads 
might be laid out iu the State at very 
little cost. 
“The only expense the city Avill be 
asked to stand in the laying out of 
tho street Ave are cutting through here 
A\'ill be for tho curbing. The road will 
be about 750 feet long and 70 feet in 
width. 
When Ave have cut down to 
the grade level Ave Avill lay a good 
macadam roadbed, most of the stone 
for AA'hich we are taking out right here. 
When this street is completed it will 
be e\’ery bit as good a piece of road- 
.way as there is in Brooklyn, anc^ its 
cost Avill represent but A'ery little more 
than tho expense of keeping the pris­ 
oners, which AA'ould have to be borne 
by the county, anyhow, whether the 
prisoners were at A V o rk or idle.”—Noav 
York Times. 


are A’arled according to tho soil, the 
traiBc and the grades. 
Macadam Is used for ordinary roads 
w’here the gi'ade is not steep. 
This 
usually consists of a base of four 
inchos of trap-rock broken into pieces 
a little smaller tlian a baseball. After 
this has been thoroughly rolled a three- 
inch layer of broken trqp-rock of 
smaller size is placed on it and rolled. 
On this rock screenings are placed, 
and these also aro packed and rolled. 
The Westchester roads improve on this 
formula by placing by hand labor 
rows of stone on edge to the depth 
of six inchcs to make a foundation for 
tho macadam. 
Ou tho grades and Avhere heavy 
traffic is common granite blocki laid 
in concrete and bedded in sand are 
placed on tho same foundation. 
Westchester County has also been 
trying this experiment of A'ltrlfied- 
brlck roads, Avhlch it ffnds less expens- 
lA'e to build than granite and cheaper 
to keep in order than macadam.—New, 
York World.

Consfruction and Roads. 
In a serial article on American auto­ 
mobile construction The Automolor 
Journal of England says in relation to 
light steam vehicles: “The light and 
flexible frame of a runabout, which 
is all that is wanted on smooth toAvn 
pavements, appears to be also almost 
the only thing which, will stand the 
bad roads of the United States. 
It 
does not follow that it is the best ar­ 
rangement for English roads. 
Per­ 
haps it will be found that a more 
sturdy build will be better able to 
stand the more vibratory eirect of a 
liard English road than would the 
jointed frame Avhich is so well adapt­ 
ed to wriggle over a cruder and more 
earthy highway.” If this is not strict­ 
ly correct without some reservation it 
is at least very well put. in the same 
article other remarks of interest are 
made, such as the following: *'The 
American likes to make a running 
gear, consisting of a frame and wheels, 
w^hich he can treat as a complete 
thing. 
Tho body can be added as a 
distinct part of itself, the motor either 
attached to the frame or fastened to 
the body and Joined to the driving axle 
by a radial link. For motor vehicles, 
in which the driving axle must be at 
a fixed distance from the crank shaft, 
the former method lias its merits, but 
it is usually preferred in practice to 
attach the motor to the body. 
For 
rough, roads and high speeds it is dif­ 
ficult to provide adequate separate at­ 
tachment for^the motor, 
**The use of reaches, or an equiva­ 
lent, forming a framework with the 
two axles, lias the advantage, without 
invplving the body, of transmitting 
direct thrusts or pulls betw^een the 
axles, the members being Jointed in 
such a ’Nvay as to allow vertical play. 
This arrang\3inent directly prevents 
that hesitation of the front wheels to 
mount an obstacle whicli Increases 
Jolting, and it also makes the efifect 
of braking one pair of wheels less un­ 
comfortable.*' 


JUGGLING WITH FIRE. 


The Great H eat T hat tho H um an Body 
<«an £ n d arc. 
Fire tricks w’ere practised in very 
ancient times, says a learned professor 
iu the AVashington Star. Many of to­ 
day’s best-know’n tricks were employed 
to deceive tho public of long ago. 
There is nothing even now which as­ 
tonishes the ignorant more than the 
breathing of flame, an accomplishment 
handed down from remote antiquity. 
The first known fir e-breather w'as a 
Syrian slave named Eunus, a leader 
in the servile war in Sicily, 130 B. C. 
Ho pretended to have immediate com­ 
munication with the gods. When de­ 
sirous of inspiring his followers with 
courage he breathed flames and sparks 
from his mouth. 
In order to perform this marvel, 
Eunus pierced a nutshell at botli ends, 
and having filled it with some burning 
substance, he put it in his mouth and 
breathed through it. 
The same trick 
is performed to-day, in an approved 
manner. 
The Juggler rolls together 
some flax or hemp into a ball about the ’ 
size of a w’alnut, which he lets burn 
until nearly consumed. Then he rolls 
round it more flax while it is still burn­ 
ing. By this means the fire is retained 
in the ball for a long time. He slips 
this ball into his moutli unperceived, 
and breathes through it. His breatli 
revives the fire, and he sustains no 
injmy so long as he inhales through, 
his nostrils only. 
For deceptions with fire the ancients 
also employed naphtha, which is so 
combustible that it kindles "when it 
only approaches a flame. The priests 
of old took advantage of this property 
of naphtha to make their offerings 
catch fire as if spontaneously. 
Various theories have been advanced 
to account for other feats. An ancient 
ordeal w^as the holding of a red-hot 
iron by the accused. Such trials were 
conducted by the priests, w^ho covered 
the hands of those w'hom they desired 
should escape with a protective paste. 
The peculiar property of mineral salts, 
such as alum, in protecting articles 'of 
dress from fire has long been known. 
An old Milanese devised a costume 
consisting of a cloth covering for the 
body wiiich had been steeped in alum. 
A metallic dress of wire gauze was 
added to this, and thus protected, a 
man could walk ou hot iron in the 
midst of flames. 
Ve]*y interesting experiments hare 
shown that great heat may be endured 
by the human body. Two doctors, in 
the course of their researches on the 
subject, stayed in a room where the 
temperature was 260 degrees. A beef­ 
steak w^as cooked in the same atmos­ 
phere, and was overdone iu thirty 
minutes. 
Sir Francis Chantrey re­ 
mained for two minutes in a furnace 
much hotter, the thermometer indicat­ 
ing 320 degrees w^hen he came out*
